“To still further improve the mar- 
ket quality of Ontario corn for feed 
and seed, a strong committee was 4p- 
pointed to investigate the advisability 
and possibility of installing local dry- 
ing plants throughout the corn dis- 
tricts. This will enable growers to 
place corn on the market with moist- 
ure content of 14 per cent or less, 
thus insuring the absolute keeping 
quality of Ontario corn no matter how 
long it is kept in storage. 

“Imports of seed corn into Ontario 
have been very heavy and these Ont- 
ario farmers are planning to capture 
the large share of this business.”

While plants will not take the place 
of paint or repairs, nevertheless they

Vinke-oure_that the tdller growing 
shrubs will not ‘hiterfere with wind- 
ows, hatches, low growing slants or 
special architectural features. HOW 
aver, if a mistake be made, it can be 
easily rectified. Plants can. be moved 
at any time in spring or fall, and 
placed where desired. 

Shrubs are the most useful and 
permanent, and should make up the 
bulk of the planting material. While 
too great a variety is not desirable,

son. Mixed plantings of evergreens 
and deciduous shrubs are excellent,

After declin- 
ing a few cents last week the price 
fell to as low as 25c a dozen with a 
top figure of 28c being asked. Pullet 
eggs sold at 20c however. 

The inside market saw a_ large 
crowd of citizens milling about but 
the usual amount of trading was not 
in evidence. Butter sold at 22c and 
23c a pound, while honey retailing at 
8c also was offered to the “e3 


Chickens sold from 50c to $1.35 each. 
A few ducks were offered at 75c to 
$1.00. Home cooking was for sale in 
the inside market. 

Outside on the square Spys sold 
at from 50c to $1.25 a bushel. Mac-

pene It is profoundly stated in a west- 
ern paper that “Every community 
should provide some kind of work. 
There is always much work to be 
done. If some of it can be done in 
return for charity outlays that must 
be made in any event, the commun- 
ity is that much ahead and the re- 
cipients have the satisfaction and the 
dignity of paying their way.” 

The “if possible” expression in the 
quotation is the puzzling feature that 
is confronting communities. 

_It_is realized that the best thing 
to do is to furnish work that will be 
of permanent benefit to the commun- 
ity. The diff@euity is to find the work 
that is always waiting to be done. 
Officials in communities have been 
giving this their earnest attention. To 
find jobs which’ can be accomplished 
by the enforced idlers who are willing 
to work is among their most pressing 
problems, This has been done in many 
instances, and we have a number of 
examples of it in our own community.

One merchant reports that certain of 
the people getting relief in his com- 
munity have come to him with five 
tins of a certain product worth ap- 
proximately 75 cents in the wholesale 
market and have offered them'to him 
at 25 cents or 30 cents. They wanted 
perhaps a pound of bacon or some- 
thing else for a change. 
Feed the Chickens 

Other cases have been known 
whére bulk rolled oats have been 
given away by relief recipients for 
feeding ‘chickens and rabbits in back 
yards and many foods have been 
thrown into the garbage. A real es- 
tate man reports finding tins of one 
food product among the rubbish left 
in the basement after a family on re- 
lief had moved out of the house. 
The labels on the tins were not even 
spoiled. Rolled oats have been found 
under similar circumstances tied up 
in charcoal sacks. Bulk coeoa, various 
cereal products, corn starch, cheap 
canned salmon have also been discard- 
ed. 

No one. can say definitely what 
percentage of the foods has been 
wasted under the system adopted 
in Toronto.

Barley Smothers Mustard 
Experimental work carried out at 
the Central Experimental Farm, Ot- 
tawa, shows conclusively that barley 
can be used most effectively in 
smothering out mustard.
